Recent 
events give cynics generous opportunity to suggest a change since 
such words were law, but, of course, there has been no change at 
all. Weak nations have the same rights as powerful ones, but not 
the same power of enforcing them, and that contrast has existed 
in the past even more sharply than in the present. It is cus 
tomary, among a certain kind of citizens, to compare our treat- 
ment of Colombia, or England’s treatment of the Boers, with the 
imagined demeanor of either country toward Germany or Russia 
They conveniently forget such episodes as the defiance of Presi 
dent CLEVELAND to the strongest naval power in the world, in de 
fence of a right which means nothing but what we deem 
our welfare. Mr. Root puts the value of habitual carp 
ers wittily, when he says, in defending our procedure

RUSOIA CALLS OUT WER BALTIC FLEET 


HE official figures of Russia’s fleet last year rather 
impressed those who did not know that they in 
cluded every vessel still afloat that had ever 
served in the navy The list comprised 383 
vessels with 3,514 guns and 752 torpedo tubes. Among 
them were 58 ironclads with 2,412 guns and 169 torpedo 
boats; but over 100 of the torpedo boats, four or five 
armored gunboats, and a number of old monitors are of 
no value whatever for sea fighting of the present time 

Two-thirds of this excellent, bad, and indifferent ma 
terial is now in the ice of the Gulf of Finland, or at 
two or three ice-choked harbors of Russia’s Baltic 
coast. A few years ago not one of these vessels 
known as the Baltic fleet, could start in the winter 
for any waters where their services were needed; but 
the ice-breaker has been invented and it even shatters 
the heavy ice of the narrow Gulf of Finland, so that 
Kronstadt, twenty miles from St. Petersburg, the 
strongly fortified ndval base of the Baltic fleet, can 
no longer be called ice-bound; and a few of the ships 
are at Libau, which is nearly ice-free, while a few 
others are at other small but well fortified ports, and 
ean be released by ice-breakers. 

Now that Russia’s Siberian fleet has been seriously 
crippled, it is imperative that it be reinforced, and it 
can be strengthened only from the Baltic fleet. Not 
a vessel of the Black Sea fleet, numbering 72 ships 
such as they are, can be spared from those waters. 
They might pass out of the Dardanelles and start for 
Port Arthur, but the probabilities are great that the 
Powers would not permit them to enter the Black Sea 
again; and Russian opinion, as far as it has been ex 
pressed, is unanimously opposed to taking this risk 

The best Russian warships that are not on the Pacific 
Coast are in the Baltic fleet, and they are the only ves 
sels available for the Eastern service. There is no 
longer any doubt that Russia was caught unprepared 
for the naval end of this 
struggle.
